Understood. 


OBJECTED TO THE MARRIAGE 


WILL PLANNED TO PREVENT, NOT 
BRING IT ABOUT. 


Her Income Will Be $106,000, and 
Not $15,000, With an Artist Hus- 
band—Friends Say She Will 
Not Marry Him. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., April 27.—Now 
that the complete provisions of the will of 
James Jennings McComb, the deceased 
millionaire, w.o0 made his fortune in the 
South through his invention of the arrow- 
tie cotton baling process, have come to be 
fully known. J appears that his daugh- 
ter’s marriage with Louis Herzog, the 
Philadelphia artist, was not so earnestly 
desired by the father as at first supposed. 
In fact it appears that Miss Fannie Rayne 
McComb will lose two and one-half mil- 
lion dollars or an income of $110,000 a year 
if she does marry him. 


Until the full will became known, when 
it \.as offered here for probate, it was 
supposed that Mr. McComb had given his 
youngest daughter an extra allowance on 
condition that she marry the Philadelphia 
artist. It now turns out, however, that 
the Dobbs Ferry millionaire provided that 
she should marry Mr. Herzog only at a 
great financial sacrifice. 

Mr. McComb’'s estate, it also was made 
known, is much larger than had been sup- 
posed. Former Senator Charles P. Mc- 
Clelland, a neighbor and one of the clos- 
est friends of the late millionaire, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that it would 
amount to at least $15,000,000. 

If Miss Fannie McComb does not marry 
Herzog she will get one-fourth of the re- 
Siduary estate, now estimated at $10,000,000. 
If she does marry Herzog she will get an 
annual income of $15,000, and $300,600 will go 
to her children, if she leaves any. 

Each Has 

$6000 Income. 

Under the will each of the four children 
will receive an annual income of $6,000 and 
one-fourth of the estate remaining after 
various bequests have been provided for. 
Miss Fannie will receive this share if she 
either remains single or marries some one 
else than estas | 

Miss Fannie McComb is living with her 
stepmother at Estherwood, the magnificent 
home of the late miliionaire in Dobbs Ferry. 
Although she has taken few into her con- 
fidence, it was predicted that she would not 
marry ‘Herzog By respecting her father’s 

wishes she will be assured of an annua! 
income of $125,000 and will have $2,600,000 
in her own right.. Marriage to Mr. Herzog 
would mean that she would have nothing 
in her own right and would have an annual 
income of only $15,000. 

No objection was offered to the proving 
of the will, and this is regarded as su 
ficient evidence that there will be no con- 
test. Miss McComb will neither deny nor 
confirm the report, but {it is believed in 
Dobbs Ferry that she will not marry in 
opposition to her father’s wish. If it was 
her plan to relinquish great wealth for the 
man her father suspected her of loving, 
family friends believe she has abandoned 
that plan.

WASHINGTON, April 27.—During the 
three years that have passed since May 
1, 1898, when Dewey sailed into Manila 
Bay, the United States has expended more 
than $200,000,00 on account of the Phil- 
ippines, and has sacrificed more than 4000 
lives. 

These figures do not represent the whole 
cost to the United States in blood and 
treasure. The resultant pension Hst w'll 
add a large sum each year and this list 
will grow as the years roll by. 

The 4000 do not take irid account the 
uutortunate soldiers who have suffered a 
worse fate than death—loss of mind—ner 
the thousands who will be wholly or par- 
tially incapacitated for life in consequence 
of the attacks of the diseases incident to 
the tropics. 

What the cost to the Filipinos has been 
will never Ee known. The number killed 
has been estimated all the way from 20,- 
000 to 40,000. The natives have invariably 
carried away their wounded with then 
into the thickets or into the mountains 
when opportunity was afforded, so it has 
been impossible to say how many died 
from wounds received in battle. The Amer- 
icans could only count the number of slain 
found lying on the field. 

The navy did not suffer the loss in the 
Philippines that the army did. Not more 
than 25 officers and enlisted men. There 
has been less sickness among the naval 
forces because the warships have been sent 
in turn to northern ports. 

The greatest loss sustained by the navy 
was the sinking of the Charleston, a cruiser 
that cost the government to construct and 
keep in repair about $3,000,000. 

There are over 25,000 claims on file for 
pensions on account of the war with Spain, 
and over $300,000 was paid out for the year 
ending June 30 last on account of pensions 
allowed for the war with Spain. It can be 
readily seen that with an average sick list 
of 6000 for so long a period in the Philip- 
pines the number of claims for invalid pen- 
sions will be vastly augmented and the 
number of claimants by heirs_of the 4000 
men who were kilied or who died of disease 
will likewise swell the list of pension claim- 
ants. A large percentage of these ciaims 


OF THE FILIPINOS, 20,000 to 4C,- 


will have to be allowed. It cannot be fore- 
told at this time, and cannot even be intel- 
ligently conjectured what will be the 
amount the government must pay out an- 
nually for pensions on account of the Phil- 
ippine war.

than thought, and indicates that he had 


worked harder than most persons knew to 
accumulate it. Doubtless he had this in 
mind when he stated to his brother, Will- 
fam, the night before his death, that he 
was sorry he had made the accumulation 
of’ money his sole ambition; he was much 
happier when he was only in moderate 
circumstances. 

Mr. Henderson had been sick for several 
months with a nervous trouble, and while 
he was not. sick in bed, he seldom left 
the house. Tuesday evening he talked to 
his brother about his illness. He said he 
was discouraged and saw the folly of mak- 
ing the accumulation of money the chief 
thing in life, at the expense of health and 
domestic pleasures. Wednesday David went 
across the road to his brother Philip's. His 
brother was out and David told his broth- 
er’s wife she had better go out and attend 
to her gardens. Mrs. Henderson had been 
out- but a short time when she heard a 
shot. She ran to the house and saw her 
brother-in-law had blown the top of his 
head off. 

Mr. Henderson was in the east room of 
the house when he committed the deed. 
He sat in an arm rocking chair and placed 
the breech of a double-barreled shotgun be- 
tween the rungs of a chair in front of him. 
With a stove poker he pushed the trigger 
down, and the load struck him on the rnght 
Bide of his face, tearing away a large por- 
tion of his skull and scattering blood and 
brains all over the room. Everything inside 
the head had been blown out, leaving the 
empty skull. 

Coroner Beaver of Amazonia arrived soon 
after the tragedy, and after looking at the 
body and reading a letter which David had 
written to his brother William, decided 
that no inquest was necessary, 

The letter was found in an inside coat

Hundreds of feet under ground a number 
of patient mules are imprisoned, drawing 
the heavy cars of coal over the rough 
tracks, These animals have been down 
there for vears, some of them not having 
seen daylight for nearly a decade. 

A mine mule’s path is not of the primrose 
kind at best. Unless an animal becomes 
too sick to work or is crippled or superan- 
nuated, he stays in the mine until he dies 
and his worn carcass is then brought up 
in the cage and carted away to the bone- 
yard. National holidays are not observed 
by the mine mule.

White Lodge, is the woman of whom the 
most is heard and the least known at this 
moment in London Society. So little knowl- 
edge existed of her antecedents, even 
among the King’s personal circle, that she 
was thought to be an American; but the 
Post-Dispatch learns that she only passed 
fome years of her early married life in 


' New York and Chicago. Her husband after- 


ward made a great fortune out of an up- 
hholstery stuff known as ‘“‘red turkey twill.’ 

Both are Jews and hail from Frankfort. 
She is 
now 60. 

For 3 years Mrs. Hartman has enjoyed 
the friendship of royalties, especially that 
of the Prince and Princess of Wales. Her 
handsome house at 29 Berkley square, next 
door to Alfred Harmsworth’'s, was always 
at the Prince of Wales’ disposal for a quiet 
luncheon to meet a few chosen intimates 
or when he felt in the humor for a dinner 
followed by bridge whist or bacarat. 

The princess also esteemed Mrs. Hartman, 
who often visited Sandringham and: was 
called by her Christian name by all of the 
Prince of Wales’ family. Mrs. Hartman oc- 
casionally had Italian opera stars, Pade- 
rewski and other famous instrumentalists, 
perform for the princess and three or 
four of her friends. Her entertainments 
were always small and extremely select. 

‘Then on birthdays and on other appro- 
priate occasions she invariably gave valu- 
able presents to Wales’ family. She is an 
adept at making herself agreeable to roy- 
alties. Her discretion is beyond rubles. 
Nothing she ever does for her royal friends 
is ever advertised in the society papers. 
This was her sheet anchor with the King. 

The Post-Dispatch learns that the circum- 
stances under which she got White Lodge 
ere deemed a monument to her tact and 
the King’s keenness to take advantage of a 
good opportunity. 

White Lodge, she knew, was something of 
@ white elephant to the King, who did not 
want the Duke and Duchess of Cornwall 
installed there, while he did not care to in- 
cur the expense of maintaining it himself. 
Mrs. Hartman, in these trying circum- 
stances, petitioned the King to rent it to 
her, an offer which Edward was most gra- 
ciously pleased to accept, and he fixed the 
rental at £2250 ($11,250). Knowing that in 
her hands the house would be absolutely at 
his disposal and be properly kept up with- 
out expense to him, while the rent also was 
a consideration. 

Meantime the transaction completely mys- 
tifies the public here, who do not under- 
stand what it means, but the King’s inti- 
mates understand it very well.

Hint, That Abruzzi’s Lieuten- 
ant Disobeyed Orders. 


STRANGE THEORY ADVANCED 


The Italian Rescue Expedition Into the 
Arctic Is Thus Justified by the 
Daring Explorer’s Friends. 


ROME, April 27.—The invasion of the Arc- 
tic region by the Duke of Abruzzi resulted 
in a way highly gratifying to ltalian pride. 
But this brilliant achievement had its s0m- 
ber aspect. Nansen’s record was beaten, but 
three men from the Stella Polare were lost 


in the attempt. The main incident was re- 
ported last year, at the time of the expedli- 
tion’s return. But the full story has only 
just been told. 

It is related now to explain and justify 
the proposition to send a party to Franz 
Joset Land to discover and rescue the miss- 
ing italians in case they are yet alive. 

‘the Duke of the Abruzzi started north- 
ward in the summer of 1859. He wintered in 
the arctic regions, and as soon as daylight 
returned in the spring of 1900 steps were 
taken (to carry out the real work of the en- 
terprise. The ship had been in Teplitz Bay, 
Franz Josef Land, from August until 
March. Having been badly damaged by the 
ice herself, the Stella Poiare could not safe- 
ly be taken further north. 

The program that was thus made neces- 
sary was to sledge it over the ice from that 
base of operations. And the injuries whicn 
the leader of the expedition had already un- 
dergone compelied him to forego the pleas- 
ure of conducting the culminating venture 
in person. 

The sledge party was organized on an 
original and sensible plan. It included 12 
men and was divided into four sections. One 
of the latter was to carry. enough food to 
supply the whole party for a period of two 
or three days, and then was to-turn back, 
retaining provisions enough to last the dogs 
and three men during their return. 

The second section would carry on its 
sledges commissary supplies for the remain- 
ing nine men for eight days. This subdivis- 
ion of the party’ was then to follow the ex- 
ample of the first. 

In like manner the third section was to 
provision six men and their dogs for about 
ten days more, and get back to headquar- 
ters «1s soon thereafter as possible. Thus 
the three men who were to make the fina! 
dash would not be obliged to consume any 
of their own rations or feed their own 
dogs until nearly three weeks after leav- 
ing the ship. It was this last trio, which 
included Captain Cagni, that carried off the 
honors of the expedition and reached lat- 
titude 86:33. 

Nine out of the twelve men who left the 
Stella Polare with dogs and sledges came 
back alive. The detachment which failed 
to report again was the second one to 
leave Captain Cagni. It was composed of 
Lieutenant Querini, of the Italian Navy; a 
man narned Stockken. who was the son of 
a veteran arctic explorer, and an Italian, 
Oliier. They were last seen on March 23, 
1990, about twelve days after the start from 
Teplitz Bay, in latitude 82:05. The dis- 
tance to the ship in a direct line could hard- 
ly have exceeded seventy or eighty mi es. | 
But the detours made necessary by the con- 
dition of the ice might possibly have ex- 
tendel this to one hundred. Even so, it is 
hard to account for their disappearance, 
when it is remembered that one party of 
men went seventy miles further north, and 
another °ov, and yet returned in safety. 

The most natural explanation of the mys- 
tery is that Lieutenant Querini and his 
compzrnions met with an accident. Or, per- | 
haps, soine mishap overtook the member of 
the party who was best qualified to act 
us vnilot as well as leader.

His $4,000,000 Debts to Be 
Liquidated. 


BUSINESS METHODS USED 


NEW REIGN AN ERA OF ROYAL 
ECONOMY. 


Queen Victoria’s Old-Fashioned Ideas 
Replaced by Determination to 
Make Kingship Cost the 
Smallest Possible Sum.

(Copyright, 1901.) 

LONDON, April 27.—Nothing excited so 
much surprise when the civil list was be- 
ing settled as Chancellor Beach's statement 
that the King did not intend to apply for 
any lump sum for his debts. 

Of course the King has debts, but, as the 
Post-Dispatch learns by Inquiries in quar- 
ters where the real facts are known, these 
debts, owing to the exertions of ong of Ed- 
ward's multi-milllonaire friends, Sir Ernest 
Cassel, have been consolidated on very »sat- 
iscfactory terms and are being paid off 
easily by a sinking fund covering the prin- 
cipal and interest. 

When Baron Hirsch died he held nearly 
£350,000 ($1,750,000) worth of the King’s ac- 
ceptances, but his widow handed these back 
to the King, acting upon the verbal in- 
structions of her husband to cancel them. 
This experience, which might have turned 
out very differently in other hands, showed 
the King the advisability of regularizing 
his liabilities. Sir Ernest Cassel undertook 
the duty, and all the remaining creditors 
will be paid off, the money being advanced 
by Cassel to any amount, variously esti- 
mated at between £600,000 ($3,000,000) and 
£800,000 ($4,000,000). 

The debts were funded, and a scheme is 
now in operation under which they all will 
be discharged within 12 years, or, if the 
King dies meanwhile, the bulk will be met 
by insurances, and the Duke of York is se- 
curity for the remainder. For this service 
Cassel was knighted. It is understood that 
the Kaiser's influence had a good deal to 
do with his undertaking the work. 

The King has now set about providing a 
large proportion of the sinking fund re- 
quirements by saving on the royal house- 
hold. It is stated that he has already saved 
nearly £30,000 ($150,000) a year by cutting 
down numerous expenses incurred by his 
mother, and when all his economies come 
into operation he will save double that 
amount by them out of the fixed expendi- 


| tures of the court. 


He already makes a considerable income 
from his-hackney stud at Sandringham, 
and the managers of the royal cattle farm 
at Windsor have been fhotified that in the 
future they will bé expected to show a 
large profit instead of merely earning ex- 
penses, as under the Queen. 

The King has appointed a wealthy ‘‘bank- 
er’’ friend, Lord Farquhar, as master of 
the royal household, thus not only saving 
the salary—£1189 ($5900)—paid to the previ- 
ous masters, but also acquiring all the per- 
quisites hitherto appertaining to the posi- 
tion, and securing a trained business man 
to manage the affairs of his household. 

The kingship will be run tin the future on 
strictly business lines, and Edward is shat. 
tering on every hand the sentiment which

The Emperor of the Germans, Wita 
Boyish Delight, Mingled With the 
Students Old and Young of 
the University. ° 


LONDON, April 27.—All accounts agree 
that Emperor William thoroughly. enjoyed 
himself at Bonn and that with the students 
of his old corps he became a student again 
The emperor wore the white cap and, across 
his breast, the black and white ribbon of 
the Borussa corps. His majesty himself 
took command at the symposium, issued 
orders in a firm tone and led off the so- 
called salamanders, the thundrous rattling 
of beer mugs on the table when the lead- 


ing toast was proposed. He also joined 
heartily, with a loud voice, in singing stu- 
dent songs, gringing down the flat of his 
rapier, in the orthodox fashion, with 4 
crash on the table at the end of each verse. 
The proceedings reached a climax when his 
majesty called for that grandest of German 
student songs, ‘‘Landesvater’ (Father of 
the Country). 

At one of the verses, in which the stu- 
dents swear to live or die for King and 
country, each man crosses his rapier with 
that of the man opposite him, and caps 
are taken off and spitted on the rapier 
points, the youthful crown prince crossed 
repiers with the aged Gen. Von Loe, him- 
seif an old Borussier. 

At another part of the proceedings, In 
which the Emperor, with great pleasure, 
was calling up the former corps students, 
some of them aged men, so that their 
health might be drunk in the order of the 
years they studied, the Emperor called for 
a salamander for a blind oid lawyer, Herr 
Lauff, father of the dramatist, Jeef Lauff, 
who annually, under his majeshty's direc- 
tions, produces a new historical drama at 
Wiesbaden, illustrating the achievements 
of the House of Hohenzollern. 

Later, joined by the students, he called 
out, “our youngest fox,’’ the slang nick- 
rame of the youngest student. The Em- 
peror laughed heartily and clapping the 
Crown Prince on the shoulder, saying: 

‘‘Hoerst du desser meint dir?’’ (Do you 
understand that he means you?) 

There was another humorous __ incident 
when one of the veterans, in reply to the) 
toast to the men of his year, drank to the 
canal bill and expressed the hope that the 
old fellows of Berlin might at last realize 
that the canal must be built. .The Em- 
peror lay back in his chair and laughed 
loud and long. 

The Emperor enjoyed his trip to Bonn Im- 
mensely. He conversed pleasantly with all 
his old Bonn acquaintances of his student | 
days and distributed many trifling gifts and 
mementoes among them. 

The Emperor used his stay in Bonn to 
inform himself thoroughly regarding the 
Duesseldorf exposition of 192, for the 
Rhenish mining, iron and engineer in- 
dustry were insufficiently shown at the 
Paris exposition, because of lack of space. 

Emperor William is going woodcock 
shooting at Wartburg and the Empress 
goes in a few days to the Chateau Belle- 
ville, where the vounger of her children are 
staving. Later she intends to go with the 
children to Baden-Baden. 

An interesting story is told of a surprise 
night visit paid by Emperor Willlam to the 
training ship Charlotte, while at Kiel. The 
ship was anchored in midstream when 
the guard spied the Emperor's pinnace ap- 
proaching and, a minute later, the Emper- 
or was on deck, much to the surprise of 
the hastily awakened captain. His maj- 
esty then began a rigorous inspection of 
the ship.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE. 


Mr. James A. Logwood Replies to 
Rev. Thomas Douglas, Who As- 
sailed the New Faith. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

There have been several references 
through the press to a sermon p-<zached by 
Rev. Thomas Douglass, a Prestyterian min- 
ister of New York, in which he assails 
Christian Science. That the public may not 
be deceived as to the bare facts I desire to 
briefly answer soine of the most flagrant 
statements. 

Rev. Douglas is quoted as saying that one 
of Mre.

This brought forth the following, 
published in the editorial columns of the 
Christian Science Sentinel Feb. 2, 1899: 

“We notice this utterance of the Rev. Mr. 
Bartlett, not for any personal feasons, but 
for the purpose of protecting those who 
may be innocently misled and dGecelved by

j}such falsehoods, It is not our province to 


undertake to control unruly and slander- 
ous tongues. Fortunately, there is a high- 
er law, a higher power in control. 

“By way of refutation of this falsehood, 
wherever, whenever, and by whomsoever 
uttered, we herewith republish a _ letter 
written by Mrs. Eddy to the New York 
World, and published in that newspaper 
Feb, 1, 1895. It is as follows: 

“Concord, N. H., Feb. 1, 189.—A dispatch 
is given to me, calling for an interview (to 
answer for myself, Am I the second Christ? 

“Even the question shocks me. What 
am is for God to declare in his infinite 
mercy. As it is, I claim nothing more than 
what I am, the Discoverer and Founder of 
Christian Science, and the blessing it has 
been to mankind which eternity enfolds. 

‘My books and teachings maintain but 
one conclusion and statement of the Christ 
and the deification of mortals. 

“Christ is individual. and one with God, 
in the sense of divine Principle and its com- 
pound divine idea. 

‘There never was, is not now, and never 
can be, but one God, one Christ, one Jesus 
of Nazareth. Whoever in any age expresses 
most of the svirit of Truth and Love, the 
Principle of God's Idea, has most of the 
spirit of Christ, of that Mind whch was 
in Christ Jesus. 

“If Christian Scientists find in my writ- 
ings, teachings and example a greater de- 
gree of this spirit than in others, they can 
justly declare it. But to think or speak of 
me in any manner as a Christ is sacrile- 
ious. Such a statement would not only be 
alse, but the absolute antipode of Chris- 
tian Science, and would savor more of 
heathenism than of my doctrines.”’ 

Rev. Douglas further refers to the letter- 
ing on the cornerstone of the Second 
Church, Christ Scientist, New York 
City, recently completed. He states ‘‘there 
was an inscription on the stone in one of 
their“churches, which was wrongly lettered. 
The prayers of the Christian Scientists took 
out the wrong letters and placed the right 
ones there.

COTTON $CROP UNAFFECTED 


ATLANTA, Ga., April 27.—It may safely 
be said that the recent cold snap, though 
of unusual severity for this season of the 
year. will matertallv affect the cotton 
crop one way or the other so far as re- 
sults are concerned, 

Severe cold even after a’ good portion 
of the crop is above ground may mean 
more work for the farmers, but it does 
not mean a reduction of the sige of the 
cotton crop. This a lesson that history 
teaches. 

In May, 1898, nearly a month later in 
the year than the cold spell just passed, 
the temperature went just as low as on 
this occasion, but the cold spell was of 
shorter duration. However, the cotton 
had advanced considerably further than 
is the case in April, and far more dam- 
age was done. 

Notwithstanding this, the cotton crop of 
1898 was the largest in the history of the 


} south+t?,200,000 bales. 


So far as the ultimate results are: con- 
cerned, therefore, Jt may be said that this 
year's late cold snap, aes it.may have 
damgged and destroyed . considerable 
sproy tn cotton, will not materially affect 
the result. The chatices are that as much, 
if not more, cotton than’ was destroyed 
will be immediately replanted. 

The only difficulty that can possibly in- 
tervene this year mightube the scarcity of 
cotton seed, but it is not believed there

FIRST STEP TOWARD NEW ST. LOUIS. 

The inadequacy of the present revenues to meet current 
expenses and provide a fund for public improvements is pat- 
ent. Not only is the treasury depleted by four years of mis- 
management with increased expenditures for police and other 
departments, but all the bills which could be staved off during 


the late administration must be met by the new administra- 
tion. The strike and election bills of last year appear in the 


appropriation bill for the first quarter of this year. 

The necessity of new and additional means to make new 
St. Louis fit for the World's Fair is apparent. The constitu- 
tional amendments relating to St. Louis cannot be passed upon 
until two years hence and the only opportunity for relief offer- 
ed at present is found in the charter amendments carefully 
prepared by the Public Welfare Commission. The proposed 
amendments are five. Two of these relate to public improve- 
ments and are of immediate importance. The fourth, which 
directly affects property owners, provides for the district sys- 
tem of assessing the cost of street and sewer improvements 
and the installment plan of paying for them. One-fourth of 
the cost of improvements will be borne by the abutting prop- 
erty and three-fourths will be distributed on the property in 
the improvement district. The cost is to be distributed in 
instaliments covering a period of not less than three nor more 
than seven years. 

Under this amendment street and sewer construction work 
may be commenced and pushed without greatly embarrassing 
taxpayers by ithmediate payment of the costs. It will open the 
way to make new streets and new sewers under conditions 
that will not be ruinous to property owners of small means 
and that will lighten the burden on property. 

Experience has shown that improvements pay handsomely 
and the installment system has long been needed in St. Louis. 
We cannot get a new St. Louis without cost. We can only 
make the burden as easy as possible. 

The third amendment is next in importance. 

It enables the Municipal Assembly to levy a tax and create 
@ separate fund for building purposes. The buildings of the 


city’s public institutions, especially the hospitals are inade- 


quate and are in a state of shameful dilapidation. New and 
improved buildings are among the first necessities of new St. 
Louis. 

The fifth amendment forbids the sale or leasing of the water- 
works and gives the Municipal Assembly power to use the 
water revenues for the extension of the waterworks and the 
renewal of waterworks bonds. 

Another important amendment requires assembly commit- 
tees to report all bills within 40 days from the time they are 
referred: This would put a stop to the vicious practice of 
killing bills in committee. The other amendment relates to the 
duties of the city marshal. 

Much may be accomplished by retrenchment and reform, 
but these amendments are necessary to lift the city out of the 
slough of poverty and make a start on the building of new 
St. Louis. 

Citizens of St. Louis must meet the emergency confronting 
the, city with courage, energy and high public spirit. They 
must be prepared to make temporary sacrifices to achieve suc- 
cess. 

The charter amendments should be put before the people 
at the earliest ;ossible date and passed. 

That is the first step toward new St. Louis. 
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Now that the clection is in the courts the people of St. Louis 
can let the courts settle it and turn their attention without 
distraction to the task of building new St. Louls and making 
the exposition a success.

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THE TRUST AND THE UNION. 


If the proposed consolidation of trades organizations into a 
great National Labor Union shall be accomplished a new 
question will be forced into the practical sphere. 

The combination of capital will be face to face with a com- 
bination of labor power. In the event of disagreement between 


.the two what will be the effect upon the country at large? 


Up to very recent time strikes have been isolated; they have 
seriously affected only the industry in which the disturbances 
occurred and even then they have been -confined within the 
narrow limits of individual employers and their workingmen. 

But the new order of combination does not admit of such 
restriction. The great strike of anthracite coal men did not 
directly affect bituminous mining. But with the anthracite 
and bituminous interests consolidated the entire fuel interest 
of the country will be thrown into confusion by a strike or- 
dered by a National Union. When the workingmen in the Car- 
negie mills struck the iron business of the country went on 
undisturbed and other industries were not affected at all. But 
suppose as was threatened a few days ago the iron and steel 
workers strike egainst the trust. Will it not paralyze the iron 
and steel business? Or, if the railroads get together as they 
may, will not every line in the United States be interrupted? 

A strike in such conditions is of national, not merely of local 
and private interest. A disturbance which susp nds one great 
function of industry will upset the whole organism of business 
from one end of the country to the other. 

The movement towards unity brings unlooked-for conse- 
quences in its train. It opens up the gravest questions of pub- 
lic concern, which cannot be lightly put aside. The trust on 
one side and the labor union on the other are likely to affect 
profoundly all social and political problems. 
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It is cabled’ that the young and artificially created indus- 
tries in Russia are threatened with a complete collapse, and 
the closing of 400 factories is mentioned. Why should artifi- 
Clally created industries in Russia fail if they can be main- 
tained in other countries? Is the tax on Peter for the pay- 
ment of Paul too light, or are the Russian people light con- 
sumers? 
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The decision of the United States Court of Appeals that an 
employe who in his work resorts to dangerous means when he 
can do it in a safer way cannot recover damages if he is in- 
jured is of a good deal of importance to all persons following 
callings in which there is bodily risk. At all times all possi- 
ble caution should be uged.

FIGHTING BOB 


by Rear-Admiral 


ICWA FIRED THE FIRST SHOT AT 
SANTIAGO. 

Rear-Admiral Robley D. Evans, in com- 
mand of the lowa at the battle of Santiago, 
tells in ‘“‘A Sailor's Log,” published by the 
Appletons, how his ship fired the first shot 
in that famous seafight. 

“Toward evening of July 2 we discovered 
that several of the Spanish blockhouses to 
the west and northwest of Santiago were 
on fire, which indicated that the outposts on 
the mountains were being forced in by the 
insurgents and that they were destroying 
everything before retiring. Just at sunset 
Lieut. F. K. Hill, who was the officer of 
the deck on board the Iowa, sent for me, 
and when I reached the bridge pointed. out 


to me these fires, which presented a beau- 
tiful sight. He also call my attention to 
six columns of smoke near the entrance to 
the harbor which rose straight in the calm 
evening air. His opinion was that this in- 
dicated some movement on the part of the 
enemy's fleet. which was correct. It showed 
beyond a doubt that they had moved down 
from in front of the city; but, as they had 
eften moved about the harbor, I did not 
consider it a matter of importance. I only 
said to Lieut. Hill that we had the first 
searchlight duty that night, and if they 
came out, we should have a good chance at 
them, dismissed the subject from my mind, 
and went about my business. The incident, 
however, made a more serious impression 
on the mind of the signal quartermaster, 
who was looking after the flags, and he, 
without orders to do so, bent on signal 
20—‘Enemy’s ships coming out’'—and had it 
ready to hotst. The flags remained bent on 
to the halliards all night, and were there- 
fore ready to hoist on the morning of the 
38d, when the fleet came out.”’ 

“Sunday morning the officers and men 
were about to be sent to quarters for Sun- 
day inspection, all dres in clean white 
uniforms, and I and my son were just fin- 
ishing our cigars after breakfast when the 
alarm for battle sounded all over the ship. 
Roth of us sprang to our feet and started 
for the deck, and as my head came above 
the hatch a gun was fired from the lower 
bridge of the Iowa, aimed in the direction 
of the Maria Teresa by Lieut. Hill, who 
was again officer of the deck. Before the 
gun was fired, and imediately upon discov- 
ering the bows of the leading mpanion ship, 
the signal 28, which had been bent on the 
night before, was run up, and thus the 
Iowa had the honor of firing the firat gun 
of the action, a first making signal that 
the enemy's ships were attempting. to es-

I have no 
future ambition. My object is to carry on 
my part of this war successfully, and I 
am perfectly willing that others may 
make all the glory they can out of it.”’

Killingly and other towns in Connecticut. 
Farms that could not be sold a year ago 
for $200 are not to be had tod for - 
000. The organization of the two stock 
companies and the building of the $20,000 
emp mills at Foster have y= a tan- 
gibility to the gold fever that is impossible 
to realize unless one is among the en 
and picturesque hills of this region. Here 
the farmers have spent the last month dig- 
ging holes over their farms and the assey- 
ers at Providence, Boston and New York 
have been overwhelmed with ore and sand. 
The wonderful part of it is that the as- 
Sayers are forced to report that. some of 
the quartz submitted to them bears from 
$4 to a ton and the sand and gravel 
from $3 to $6. And this in two of the old- 
states.

dared to dream there was gold. T in 
states that in '49 contributed thousands of 
miners who went to California. e bones 
of hundreds of miners who left these two 
states in the old gold days have whitened 
and ee away to dust along the val- 
leys and plains of the Western states.

Wealth He In- 


herited, Who Works 


as a:Laborer for His 


Daily Bread, Tells of and IIus- 


trates His “Theories. 


HIS ia the story of an hour with James 
T Pads How, most unusual of . st. 
Loulsans. Hels a young man ecern- 
ing inherited riches because he dict not earn 
them and going through the length and over 
the breadth of this Jand earning hy man- 
uel labor his daily bread; living humbly; 
preaching Christ; bending his back to the 
fav's work shoulder to shoulder with the 
aleeve-rolied worker; believing the mo. t 
wretched human his equal, and himself the 
ecuval of the most fortune-favored; deter- 
- mined as the flercest warrior to dao the 
thine he would do. and yet as mild-man- 
nered as a gentile woman. 

Mr. How is a field worker for the Broth- 
erhood of the Daily Life. a sect organirced 
three years ago by persons in the i'nited 
States who believe the true religion can 
only Ne spread by example cf faith, good- 
nees, purity, fear and love of God in the 
Aat'y Hée—in the midst of the creative 
workers. Fé srends but Iittle of his time 
in St: Louls. Hia mother, a daughter of 
the man who bullt the Fads Bridge, Is 
wealthy and has at 4170 Lindell boulevard 
one of the fine homes of St. Louls. James 
Tads How ts welcome to the comforts of 
that homie: but~he ts seldom there. His 
chosen work fs among the lowly; and he 
is even more humble than they, for his self- 
dental and lowly Ufe arte of his choosing 
and theirs is against their will. 

The Brotherhood of the Daily Life held a 
meeting at the St. Louis Reform Hall last 
Sunday night. Mr. How was here to at- 
tend. The next day the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch sought him. | 

There were no tidings of him at the 
iow home on Lindell; hig people knew he 
was In the city, but had no idea where }e 
might be found. Inquiry at the offices of 
the Eads estate. in the Chemical buihding, 
was equally fruitless. It was known that 
Mr. How was in St. Loufs, but he had not 
called, though his mail is delivered at the 
office of the Eads estate and he calls for 
it there.

BOILED OR STEAMED.—Boil or steam 
like white potatoes and without breaking 
the skin.

BAKED.—Bake like white potatoes, with- 
out breaking the skin.

@ spot ef crimson in a setting of green on 
the Denverside electric railway, six miles 
east of East St. Louis. 

The group of red bulldings constitute the 
enly fireworks factory of the St. Louis 
Fireworks Co. 

The manufacture of fireworks {s not 
ehild’s play. Nearly every one of the men 
employed at the factory has dangerous 
work te do every day. 

Occasionally one of the workers departs 
sud@Genly, but there is always another 
waiting to fill the vacancy in the ranks, 

Pretty residences have sprung up in the 
neighberhood of the factory. Once in 
awhile there is work for the glazier or 
the man who ts handy at replacing a 
section ef roof that has been forcibly de- 
tached, 

Those whe live near the factory have 
the happy, careless optimistic manner of 
the people of Naples. who live over a cra- 
ter. Ed Powers lives within 50 yards of 
the red stockade surrounding the works. 
One of his sons is employed in the factory. 


“There are not so many accidents,” said 
Powers. “I have been here nine years, and 
there haven't been more than a dozen men 
and boys killed in that time. There hasn't 
been an accident at the works for nearly 
three weeks.”’ 

Elaborate precautions against disaster 
are taken at Fireworks Station. There are 
25 buildings scattered over a five-acre tract. 
Not more than two men work in the 
buildings where high explosives are han- 
died. The idea is that in case of fire or 
explosion the loss of property and life Will 
be reduced\ to a minimum. The buildings 
are frame sheds ten feet square. 

The Neapolitan galety of the fireworks 
factory is proverbial on the east side of 
the river. Men make ghastly jokes with 
each other while they are handling dyna- 
mite. 

One of the stories told ts that of a work- 
man who climbed to the roof of one of the 
buildings to make repairs. As they tell it 
at Fireworks Station, a heavy wind arose 
and blew the man off the roof. At the 
same time there was an explosion. The 
wind carried the man away Just in time 
to prevent him from being killed by the 
explosion and the force of the explosion 
kept him from falling to the ground rap- 
idiy. The:result was that he came down 
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easy and was not hurt. That’s the kind 
of luck the makers of fireworks depend 
on to save them in times of danger. 

The products of the factory at Fireworks 
Station are almost evef¥thing’ that con- 
tributes to the pyrotechnics of the Fourth 
of July. The men and women who work 
there make spinning wheels, Roman 
candles, sky rockets, whistles, nigger chas- 
ers, fiying pigeons and a number of other 
big and little things filled with colored 
explosives. The cannon cracker is a spec- 
laity. Great quantities of them are made. 

There are some interesting departments 
in the factory. The men who charge rock- 
ets and candlés, for instance, have an in- 
teresting work. ‘The explosives are first 
mixed in separate houses by sktlled work- 
ers. who are all men. These workers un- 
derstand the mixing of chemicals and 
powders, and their work is secret, for each 
concern has its own mixtures and formu- 
la for producing many different colors of 
fire. 

The cases for the candles and rockets are 
wrapped from brown paper by the young 
women in the wrapping department. They 
are then taken to the charger, together 
with the powders, and he loads them just 
as the pioneer loaded his rifle, using a 
ramrod and ramming each charge home 


AMERICAN DESIGNS PRE 


DR several years the makers of men’s 
fashions in the United States have 
told their patrons that the home- 

made styles were the best; that well 
dressed men need no longer depend on Eu- 
ropean tailors for well fitting and becom- 
ing garments, and that the tag of a Lon- 
don tailor had ceased to make a coat bet- 
ter in the eyes of the knowing wearer. 

At first many men who belong to the 
class known as the ‘‘well dressed’ smiled 
at the idea of buying their clothes in 
America; they continued to make their 
purchases abroad, and even when they 
were compelled to replenish their wardrobe 
at home they insisted that garments must 
be cut after English models. But this class 
of buyers was small, and it grew smaller 
every season, until now it has practically 
been absorbed by home manufacturers. 

Even after buying in Europe became un- 
popular, the demand for American made 
clothes cut after English pattern continued, 
and the high priced concerns showed their 
customers designs made abroad, and from 
these the domestic article was made. 

For many years it was impossible to sell 
first-class articles of men’s wear unless 
they bore the English imprint, and to ad- 
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American designs would have been a sure 
way to drive customers to competitors. 

A change came a few years ago. It was 
discovered that the American tailors did 
not adhere strictly to the models furnished 
by the European fashion-makers, and that 
the modified garments were better to look 
upon than the originals. Americans went 
to Europe with home-made garmenis, and 
were asked by their friends for the ad- 
dress of their tailors, because the Yankee 
clothes had more “‘style’’ than the Eng- 
lish goods. It took the European indorse- 
ment to establish the American clothes in 
the goodwill of the American buyer, and 
when that was accomplished it was only a 
few years before American made styles 
were substituted for the foreign article. 
Einglish styles were used in some instances 
as the groundwork for the American, but 
they were always worked over, modified 
and changed so that when they were. 
finally made up they were entirely dif- 
ferent from the English. 

The fact that American clothes for men 
were as good in point of cut as the foreign 
articte, while it may have become known 
to the American, was looked upon by the 
Europeans as a huge joke until the exhibit 
of the American tailors at the Paris Expo-

These are purely astrological terms and 
prove that astrology must be older than 
the Bible itself or the terms could never 
have appeared therein. Let us examine 
these paragraphs: ‘“‘Canst thou bind the 
Sweet influence?’’ The Pleiades are a clus- 
ter of stars, sometimes called the seven 
sisters, situated in the constellation Tau- 
rus; this constellation is commonly known 
as the “bull.”". The sun in his yearly cir- 
cuit of the heavens enters Taurus, the 
bull, about the 20th of April. The constel- 
lations and the ‘“‘signs"’ no longer coincide, 
owing to the precession of the equinoxes 
which amount to 50 seconds and a fraction 
per year. About four thousand years ago the 
Sun entered Taurus, the bull, at the ver- 
nal equinox, which period coincides ap- 
proximately with the time that the Jews 
under Aaron established the worship of 
the “golden calf.’ This was merely a 
symbolical ceremony. of heralding spring's 
return. Note also the beautiful allegory of 
the “sun in Taurus,” {. e., the ‘“‘golden’’ 
sun transmitting his rays, power, color, 
etc., to: the constellation Taurus, which 
therefore became the “golden calf of sa- 
cred history.”’ 


After entering Taurus the sun requires 
about 80 days to reach the next sign, 
“Gemini.” The entry of the sun into

the constellation of the Plelades. ‘‘Canst 
thou loose the bands?’ The bands of 
Orion are represented by three stars near 
the center of that constellation; Job, being 
but human, could neither bind, control, 
loose ‘or change the bands of Orion or the 
influence of the Pleiades. Arcturus is a 
star of the first magnitude in the con- 
stellation Bootes. Bootes is represented 
on celestial globes as a hunter, holding 
leashed his dogs, or “‘sons,”’ in his never- 
ending pursuit of Ursa Major around the 
Pole star. Hence the term “Canst thou 
guide?” ‘‘Mazzaroth” in the original He- 
brew means a circle of beasts, i. e., the 
zodiac, so say competent authorities. 
other reference quite as remarkable ap- 
pears in Acts 28, 2: “And after three 
months we departed in a ship of Alexan- 
dria, whose sign was Castor and Pol- 
lox.”’ This is altogether astrological. 
“Castor and Pollox” is the classical name 
for the constellation Gemini, the twins 
of the modern zodiac. In astrology Gem- 
int is. “ruled” by Mercury. Mercury, 
as the reader knows, was the fabled 
“swift-winged messenger” of the Grecian 
Elysium. He was always represented with 
wings on his head and feet; hence he per- 
sonified speed. Paul, being desirous of 
making a speedy trip. exercised care to 
select a vessel whose sign was Castor and 
Polox, 1. e., ruled by Mercury—speed. That 
is to say, the vessel was launched as the 
“‘sign’’ Gemini arose. As it was the cus- 
tom of those days to seek the advice of a 
competent astrologer whenever any im- 
portant undertaking was initiated, it was 
quite easy for Paul to ascertain what par- 
ticular vessel was ruled by, or under the 
sign of Castor and. Pollox. In fact, all 
the constellations were mapned out and 
their influences noted centuries before 
there was any knowledge of written lan- 
guage beyond rude hieroglyphic representa- 
tion. The fanciful and arbitrary division 
of the zodiac, however, remains as relics 
of these barbaric times. To change them 
now would be impossible. The solemn 
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ages insures imperish- 
intellectualiy initiated, 
these figures bear a symbolism of great 
truths which, in an article of this kind, 
can be but lightly touched upon.

In Turkey the only clothing we wear is a 
small breech-clout. The exposed portions 
of our bodies are greased thick with olive 
oil.

When a 
wrestler is greased the only hold that will 
stick must be taken with the full arms. 
This makes a match a real test of skill and 
strength. 

We struggle on marble floors. The rules 
permit striking with the open hands and 
kicking.

There are certain parts of the 
anatomy upon which severe pressure will 
disable the person subjected to it. There 
are points on the arms and legs that can- 
not stand punishmént, and hard pressure 
on them with the thumb sickens the vic- 
tim.

Maj. Conger was born in Galesburg, Il.

civil war, rising to the rank of major. In 
1866 he was married to Miss Sarah J. Pike 
and began the vractice of law in Gales- 
burg. Three years later he removed to 
Iowa, settling on a farm in Dallas Coun- 
ty. one-half mile south of Dexter. 

The first political position he held was 
that of supervisor of Madison County, 
Iowa, in 1870. This was the first victory 
of the Republican party in the county, 
and Conger was the only so-called ‘‘mo- 
nopolist’’ elected on the ticket. 

In 1878 he was elected state treasurer by 
a plurality of 80,000. 

In 1884 he was elected to Congress from 
the Seventh Iowa district and served sev- 
eral terms. In 1890 his diplomatic career 
began. He asked for a Spanish mission, 
but was appointed United States minister 
to Brazil instead. He served four years 
and again in 1897 was appointed to the Bra- 
zilian berth. It was while serving his sec- 
ond term at Janeiro that he was trans- 
ferred to China and went to Pekin.

sportsman and writer on natura: 
history, tells some interesting and 
almost ingredible stories illustrative of 
what he calls the ‘surgical instinct’ tn 
birds—an fnstinct that leads certa'n birds, 
more especially the woodcock, partridge 
and rail, to dress their own wounds, and 
possibly the wounds of others. 
M. Fatio says that on several occasions 
he has killed woodcocks that were, when 
shot, convalescing from wounds previously 
received, and in every instance found the 
old injury neatly dressed with down plucked 
from the stems of feathers, and skillfully 
arranged over the wound, evidently by the 
long beak of the bird, In some instances 
a solid plaster was thus formed, and in yth- 
ers ligatures had been applied to wound- 
ed or broken limbs. 
One day, he avers, in his bag he found 
a bird that had been severely wourided at 
some recent period, and on examining the 
wound he found it covered and protected 
by a sort of network of feathers, plucked 
by the bird from its own body and so ar: 
ranged as to form a plaster completely oov- 
ering and protecting the wounded surface, 
having evidently acted as @ hemostatic, in 
the first place, and subsequently as 4 
shield, covering the wound. The feathers 
were fairly netted together, passing alter- 
nately under and above each other and 
forming a truly textile fabric, protecting 
the injury. 
The author declares that ten times, in 
his experience among the game killed in 
his shooting excursions, he has found birds 
whose limbs had been broken by shot, with 
the fractured ends neatly approximatod 
and ligated together—a statement whoeeo 
truth is vouched for by no less a naturalist 
than Fulbert Dumontell. 
Another and really astounding fact, re- 
lated by M. Fatilo, and also vouched for by 
M. Dumonteil, is in regard to @ woodcock 
that had been hit by M. Fatio in the after- 
noon of a certain day. After @ long search 
the bird was given up, but the next morn- 
ing, by accident, it was discovered, and, in 
the meantime, the wounded legs were found 
to be neatly ligated, a bandage ‘trreproach- 
able in neatness,’’ declares our author, 
‘having been placed around each wounded 
limb.”” The poor bird, however, had tn the 
process of dressing his wounds, got his 
beak entangled with some long, soft feath- 
ers from which, having no use of his feet, 
he was unable to free it, and was thus 
condemned, had he not been thus early djs- 
covered, to die of starvation. Referring to 
the skill and intelligencé displayed by the 
bird in approximating and bandaging the 
broken limb, M. Fatio exclaims: “Is not 
this proof of a sense of instinct of high 
order, worthy of record?” While entirely 
agreeing with him in this respect, we cannot 
but wonder that a man, capable of enter- 
taining such an opinion, can find any pleas- 
Gre in shooting such intelligent creatures. 
Turning from the woodcock to the “king 
of American birds,” M. Fatio declares the 
turkey to be “bete,”’ stupid, no good, except 
when truffee, or stuffed with truffles. The 
goose, on the contrary, in spite of its repu- 
tation as “‘a goose,” is a remarkably ciever 
creature. Von Humboldt tells us of a goose 
that regularly conducted its blind master to 
mass of a morning, and home again after- 
ward. The philosopher, Malzacker, had a 
goose that was his constant companion, oem 
stituting his eiderdown "bed comfort” at 
night, and his revellie in the morning, fol- 
lowing him in his constitutiona] walks, like 
a dog.

()*= day I had the opportunity of wit-

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Lands Hitherto Unused Cleared by the Handsome 
Animals Without Cost and in the Process Far- 
mers Are Making Large Sums of Money. 


HE butting, bleating, back alley- 
ia browsing billygoat, with his fleas, 
frolics and fine relish for tincans, is 
@ goner in Missourt. A finer and fitter goat 
than he has come to take his place, and 
henceforth shall Missouri boast of her An- 
foras, silken-fleeced and thoroughbred, and 
money-makers for the Missouri farmer. 

There are 10,000 Angora goats in Missouri 
today. They are in Pulaski, Taney, Stone, 
Ozark and Greene Counties, where, with 
high hille for their habitat and broad acres 
of timberland for their browsing, they 
thrive and multiply and make money for 
the men who own them. 

Down in Greene County, Missouri, eight 
miles north of Springficld, on the farm 
of George A. Ramsey, is a herd of 1800 
Angora goats. Think of !t—1800 goats in 
one herd! And they are not the wicked 
little goat of the lodgeroom, but fine, big 
fellows, with long, silken fleeces. They 
@re the property of F. D. Oughterbaugh of 
Chicago. Mr. Oughterbaugh is one of many 
persons who believe the hilly counties of 
Missouri are a natural goat country tnd 
that some day there will be goats on all 
the hich hills in Missouri. 

The second largest herd of Angora goats 
in Missouri! is owned by F. H. Goss of 
Taney County. Mr. Goss has 500. They 
@re solected stock and promise to become 
the most profitable stock upon the farm. 
Thev roam over 160 acres of rough coun- 
try and are little or no trouble. 

What is the Angora goat, and how did 
he get in Missouri? These are queries that 
Maturally suggest themselves when one 
reads that Missouri farmers own  10,(00 
Angora goats and that this is an in- 
crease of 4800 goats within the last three 
years. 

The Angora is the most useful and valu- 
able of goats. He is not a native of the 
Western Hemisphere nor even of Africa. 
He. originally came from the steppes of 
Turkey, Persia, Arabia and Afghanistan. 
He has long, silken hair (mohair), and his 
fleece, hide and flesh are all valuable. The 
buffalo, which has supplied buggy and 
carriage robes for so many years, has been 
exterminated and nearly all other kinds 
of fur are rare and expensive. The de- 
mand for furs has always been enormous, 
and just now, when the wild fur-bearing 
animals are rarest, this demand is at its 
height. There is no other domestic ant- 
mal that can supply the wants of the hu- 
man family in this respect as can the 
Angora goat. He has the fur. and, taken 
at different atages, it fills a great many 
wants, 


with a value eauivalent to $15 a hide are 
made of Angora skins. So, too, do they 
make floor rugs. covers for the backs of 
sofas and armchairs and many another 
thing. The mohair {s made up into many 
different garments. 

The flesh of the Angora goat is esteemed 
as food. It sells readilv at beef and pork 
prices in those portions of the United 
States where it is offered in market. 
There is also a market for goat’s milk, 
and the supplv in this is inadequate. 

So tt may be seen that the Angora goat 
is in no wise like the ordinary goat of the 
small-town livery stable. Missouri farmers 
have taken him up as thev took up sheep 
and hogs, and manv of them are making 
monev with him. From six to ten pounds 
of long, -fine, silky hair are furnished ev- 
ery April by each goat, and this readily 
sells for the manufacture of cloths. This 
hair sells for from 20 to 80 cents a pound, 
according to the aualitv of the strands. 
Those of the farmers of Missouri who 
have had experience in the industry say 
there is a profit of 35 cents a pound on the 
hair of thoroughbred goats. The hides of 
Angoras sell for from $3 to $6. 

There are 500,000 goats in the United 
States. Two-fifths of these are thorough- 
bred Anegoras. and the balance have An- 
gzgora stock in them. Texas has the most, 
her herds numberiug more than $5,000 goats. 
California follows with 65,000; New Mexico 
has €0,000; Oregon has 20,000; Nevada, 13,000, 
and Missouri, Idaho, Wyoming and Ari- 
zona 10,000 each, Almost all the states 
have some, 

But the United States ts a goatiess coun- 
try in comparison with some of the coun- 
tries of Asia, Africa, South American and 
Furone. There are more than 1,000,000 goats 
in Mexico: Argentine has fully as many, 
and Venezuela more than 500,000; Europe is 
full of goats. Germany alone has over 3,- 
000,000, Spain more than 5,000,000, Austria- 
Hungary over 2.069.000. Greece little less 
than 1,900,009, and France, Bulgaria, Italy 
and European Russia 1,500,000 each. In Tur- 
key goats are the chief dependence of the 
people of the steppes; the number of goats 
in European Turkey alone is enormous. 
Cape Colony, South Africa, has 6,000,000 
goats—seven goats to every person; Alge- 
ria has more than 4,000,000, 

The first importation of Angora goats 
into America was made in 188. During the 
administration of President Polk the §8ul- 
tan of Turkey requested that a suitable 
person be sent to that country to conduct 
some experiments in the culture of cot- 
ton. Dr. James B. Davis of South Carolina 


States from Turkey, and in 188) the Sul- 
tan hecame so alarmed because of the ac- 
tivity of American buyers that he issued 
a decree forbidding the further importa- 
tion of Angoras from his realm. 

By the time the Sultan stopped the ex- 
portation of Angora goats from Turkey 
there were many herds in the United 
States, Texas, California, Missouri and 
several other states having taken up goat- 
raising upon quite a scale, Texas and Call- 
fornia naying especial attention to it. It 
has not been until within the last few 
years that Missouri has had any considera- 
ble herds, the increase in the numper of 
goats in the state having been greater 
from 1898 to 1991 than it had been in the 
10 years up to 1898. 

Willlam H. Johnson, land agent for the 
Frisco Rallroad, is an authority upon the 
Angora goats of Missouri.

HE Angora goat is a success in Mis- 
souri. The state has now some ex- 
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apt. Almont Barnes of the United States 
agricultural department recently Issued a 
pamphlet treating the Angora goat indus- 
try of the United States. In this he deals 
only with the profit that may be derived 
from this industry. He intends incourag- 
ing goat-herding and bvree#)- ata ; 
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was selected to perform the service. Upon 
the return of Dr. Davia to the United 
States in 1848 the Sultan, desiring to ex- 
press his appreciation of the courtesy, 
caused nine of the finest Angora goats of 
the roval herds to be sent to Dr, Davis 
with the compliments of his majesty.

ORTY-FIVE years ago James J. Hill, 
fF training for the Presbyterian min- 

istry, worked in a steamboat office 
on the St. Louis levee as a clerk. Today he 
is the J. Pierpont Morgan of the West— 
the modern “Colossus of Roads.”’ 

He has just organized the Burlington, the 
Great Northern and Northern Pacific into 
a railroad system with 20,000 miles of track; 
he has withdrawn from a brief connection 
with the Baltimore & Ohio with a profit of 
$4,000,000; he is worth more than $50,000,000, 
his Minnesota farm is the best appointed 
in the United States; his St. Paul home is 
one of the most magnificent in America; 
his paintings form one of three finest pri- 
vate collections outside of Europe. 

Mr. Hill did all this himself. It is all the 
product of his own industry and genius. 
He illustrates the possibilities of a single 
lifetime. His beginning was humble, and 
he engaged in simple occupations when he 
was young. But to look back over it is to 
understand that he was always moving, 
planning, working straight toward the 
power and wealth and the joys of posses- 
sions that are his. 


Mr. Hill's father was a Scotch-Irish 
farmer in Wellington County, Ontario. The 
railroad magnate was born there in 1838, 
His father sent him to a theological school 
to prepare for the Presbyterian ministry, 
but the young man abandoned this and the 
farm and came West. His parents died 
before he became of age, and he was 
thrown upon his own resources. And what 
marvelous resourees they have been! They 
have made him the biggest man in the

Forty-five years ago he was a clerk 
in a steamboat office on the St. Louis 
levee, a poor youth, wholly dependent 
upon himeelf. 
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the St. Paul & Pacific had crawled out on 
the plain and died, 

Mr. Hill was at this time the St, Paul 
agent for the Northwestern Transportation 
Co. and the Northwestern Packing Co. He 
vas the brains and force of his own trans- 
portation and fuel company, which was 
then bringing the first coal to St. Paul and 
had opened communications between St. 
Paul and Winnipeg. Norman W. Kitson 
was operating steamers be.ween Moorhead 
and Winnipeg. Mr. Hill proposed a con- 
solidation of interests, making one line be- 
tween St. Paul and Moorhead. Mr, Kitson 
accepted. Thus did Mr. Hill organize his 
first system. It was a little thing in com- 
parison with some of those he was later 
to organige, but it gave a foretaste of the 
enterprise and force of the man. 

The securities of the 8t. Paul & Pacific 
were held by Amsterdam bankers. They 
had despaired. Mr, Hill organised a syadi- 
cate which bought the securities and reor- 
ganized the road as the St, Paul, Minneap- 
olis & Manitoba Railiread. Mr. Hill be- 
came its general manager. He proposed to 
put the read through to Puget Sound, Peo- 
ple said it could not be done. To be sure, 
Van Horne had put the Canadian Pacitic 
through, but he had done it with the Brit- 
ish government behind him and had halt 
bankrupted a continent. It was true, too, 
that the Northern Pacific had been built 
across the Northwest, but the federal gov~ 
ernment had given ald, It wag pointed out 
to Mr. Hill that his road had no govern- 
mental assistance and could not possibly 
succeed, But he buflt it, He bulit more 
than 5000 miles ef road without state or g°v- 
ernment land grant or subsidy at @ Cap- 
italigation in stocks and bonds of about 
$30,000 a mile and at the rate of almost a 
mile a day. Thus did James J. Hill create 


the Great Northern, a _ great. railroad, 
unique, for never once has it defalted the 
interest upon its bonds or passed a divi- 
dend. And it paralleled two roads which 
had been unsuccessful. 

When the Great Northern was completed 
in 1893 the people of St. Paul prepared an 
elaberagje demonstration in compliment to 
the man who had builded the road. They 
raised a large sum of money and prepared 
for an extravagant fete. Mr. Hill begged 
them to abandon their plans. He thought 
it would be well to have a demonstrafion 
for the Great Northern, but he protested 
against any personal celebration for Hill. 
He offered to add to the money raised an 
equal sum, the whole to be put into a pub- 
lic library. The people of St. Paul refused. 
They went ahead with their demonstration, 
and when it was given they placed Mr, Hill 
ustride a horse and compelled him to ride 
at the head of a monster procession. 

Mr. Hill became the president of the Great 
Northern, and he is president still. He has 
subsequently eome into contro] of the 
Northern Pacifie and the Baltimore & Ohio, 
disposing of this latter interest to take up 
the Burlington, He has now in his control 
the largest actual! railroad system in the 


world, 
THE HILL SYSTEM, 


HB Hill railroads since the Burlington 
+ has passed into his contro) are three 
of the very largest railway systems 
of the United States. The Burlington is 
the third largest of the individual roads, 
having an actual mileage of 8063.78, against 
8206 for the Southern Pacific and 8528 for 
the Northwestern line. The tracks of the 
Burlington traverse the states of Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, lowa, Missouri, 
Nebraska, Kansas, Colorado, Wyoming, 
Bouth Dakota and Montana. The total earn- 
ings for the year ending June 30, 199, were 
$47,585,420, and the operating expenses §$3i,- 
422,341. The surplus was $2,089,084. 

The mileage of the Great Northern is 
6102.82. Its tracke are in the states of Min- 
nesota, Nerth and Seuth Dakota, lowa, 
Nebraska, Montana, Idaho and Washington, 
Its surplus for the year ending June 8, 1900, 
was $3,476,630. 

The Northern Pacific has 5033 miles of 
tracks. It traverses Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
North Dakota, Montana, Idahe, Washing- 
ten, Oregon and Manitoba. Its surplus for 
the year ending June 30, 1900, was $1,063,819. 

Together these roads have #1,020 cars, (063 
engines, 40,000 employes and a yearly pay- 
roll of $20,000,000. All the rolling steck made 
up inte a single train weuld make a train 
670 miles long, with 10 miles of engines, and 
would more than reach from 8t, Louls te 
St. Paul. 

The Burlington gives the Hi!!l roads ac- 
cess to St. Louis and Kansas City. It will 
be a powerful link In the Hill system. Uni- 
formity of rates, economy in management, 
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the brains of James J. Hill--these are the 
things to be gained by the Burlington and 
the Northern Pacific in entering the Hill 
combine. All of these will be helpful and 
increase the surplus of the whole. Each of 
the roads will be operated indepegdently of 
each other except through the heads of de- 
partments, in which there will exist such 
arrangements as will be mutually helpful 
to all. 

On the Pacific Ocean the Hill syndicate 
roads will have a line of steamers similar 
to that which operates between New Or- 
leans and New York for the Southern Pa- 
cifie. This transcontinental service, which 
facilitates trade with the Orient, is one of 
the big creatures of Mr. Hill's brain. He 
has had for years an enormous transperta- 
tion service upon the great lakes, and but 
a few years ago began an extension of this 
from the Pacific coast to the Asiatic ports.

For this he gets 80 cents a day. 


He fashions more than 10,000 separate 


pieces for each organ. 

He does the work by hand and has no 
assistance. 

He consumes two years in building an in- 
strument. 

He took up this line of employment when 
he was 48 years old, after he had outlived 
his usefulness in another field. 

For 25 years he was principal of the Gar- 
denviile Public School in St. Louis. 

Time and the tide of improvement which 
waits for no man caused him to lose his po- 
sition in 1887. 

Since then he has mastered the art of 
organ building. He is now putting the fin- 
ishing touches onthe tenth instrument he 
has made. His little workshop at 1600 Blair 
avenue is his paradise. 

His skill is surpassing; his patience su- 
perhuman. His spirit is not commercial. He 
takes his pay in part In the notes that 
come from his instruments. It is as though 
he sold his wares for a song. 

Jaschke is 62 years old. He was born in 
Thuringia, where, for a time, he was the 
apprentice of an organ maker. 

Possessed of a German university train- 
ing, skilled in the languages and of fine ad- 
dress, he came to St. Louls in 1861, both 
eager to learn and eager to teach. 

He gave up the best of his teaching to 
the youth of St. Louis for nearly thirty 
years and then was forced to fall back on 


his old world learning to furnish him a 
living. 

He believes that after years of toiling in 
another field he has found his true calling 
and he is happy. He has a. wif@ and a son 
who ease his burden of providing for those 
he loves. 

After leaving the Gardenville School he 
rented the little workshop. 

At the expense of two years of time and 
patience that would have discouraged the 
coral architect he completed his first organ. 
He sold it and after deducting expenses 
found that he had earned 80 cents a day. 

Yet the spell of a creator was upon the 
old schoolmaster and he had started an- 
other organ before the irony of the situa- 
tion had burdened his soul. 

He worked for profit while building the 
first instrument; he has worked solely for 
the joy of creating since 

For 14 years he has worked alone. In that 
time he has constructed nine organs, each 
a master-plece, because Jaschke fortified 
technical skill with the bulwark of inspi- 
ration. 

Iie-has spent a decade in building organs 
even as Stradivarius made his violin. In a 
prosaic workshop, surrounded by factories 
wherein shoes were cut and shaped and 
marked by twentieth century machines, this 
sixteenth century artisan has made church 
organs by hand and seen that every -plece 
bore the impress of his care. 

Time has‘never entered in his calcula- 
tions. Perfection has been his goal and 
watchword. 

Even now the old organ builder cannot 


tell why he puts such consummate care In 
the fashioning of each tiny bit of wood or 
wire that goes to make his organs com- 
plete. 

Still he toils like a galley slave at the 
age of 62 years.

THE STORY OF 


IN THE WORLD. 


IT PAYS $12,000,000 A YEAR. 


s PRESCOTT, Ariz., April 24.

HD UNITED VERDE MINE is the 
T richest in the world. 
It is owned by United States Sen- 
ator W. A. Clark of Montana. 

It brings him an income of $12,000,000 a 
year. 

This is the interest on $200,000,000 at 6 per 
cent. 

It was sold to Senator Clark by two wom- 
en for a price that was insignificant com- 
pared with its present value. 

Near the mine is a little town called 
Jerome. 

It is the only remaining indication that 
the great mine once belonged to the Jerome 
family. 

L. R. Jerome, & poor man, would have 
owned the mine but for the astuteness of 
Senator Clark.

Y cousin, Willlam Murray, was one 

M of the original owners of the United 

Verde mine. I would own it today 

but for a peculiar combination of ciroum- 
etances. 

Mr, Murray became acquainted with Gov. 
Trittle of Arizona in 1879. 

They purchased an interest in some min- 
ing land near Tombstone and established 
headquarters at Prescott. 

Two ranchers in the Verde valley pioked 
up some copper float, which they gave to 
three prospectors, telling them where they 
had found it. The prospectors discovered a 
bold cropping of copper rock. They staked 
claims and did considerable work. My 
cousin and Gov. Trittle heard of their op- 
erations and bought their claims for §10,- 
000 cash. 

On the strength of the sale one of the 
prospectors drank himself to death, dying 
of delirium tremens in the Prescott jail. 

Murray and Trittle did not have suffi- 
clent money to develop the property, #0 
Murray went to New York to raise funds 
to work the mine, bulld roads and put up a 
smelter. 

He first applied to my father, who an- 
Swered that whiie he was a speculator, hav- 
ing been in Wall street more than 30 years, 
and would gambie in stocks, bet on a horse- 
race and even take a chance on the turn 
of a card, he would not take a chance on a 
hole in the ground, 

Failing to interest my father in the proj- 
ect, Murray turned his attention to my 
mother and my aunt, who had fortunes of 
their own. He persuaded them to invest 
$200,000, 

‘With this money at his command, Mur- 
ray returned to Prescott and the United 
Verde Copper Co. was formed. A wagon 
road was constructed from Prescott to the 
mine, a distance of 3 miles. Wages and 
provisions were much higher then than now 


end by the time the road was completed. 


and a 30-ton smelter put on the ground, a 
big hole had been made in the $200,000. 

Fortunately, a very short time after com. 
mencing operations they uncovered a de- 
posit of wonderfully rich silver ore, just to 
the right of the road and below where the 
Jumbo smelter now stands. Some of the 
ore was shipped to New York City and it 
set people fairly wild. 

A clean-up of some eighty odd thousand 
dollars was made out of this pocket and 
the United Verde declared her first divi- 
dend. A little mining town sprang into ex- 
istence about half a mile down the gulch 
from the mine and was named Jerome. 

Things went well until Murray died. The 
conduct of the mine then passed into the 
hands of Trittle, who was not a good man- 
ager. For several years the property did 
not pay and eventually the mine was closed, 

In the early 90s it was offered to the Com- 
mercial Mining Co. for $260,000, but the 
proffer was not accepted. 


The mine had been shut down some time 
when W. A. Clark of Butte, Mont., came to 
Arizona, looking for mining property, ac- 
companied by his foreman, Mr. Geroux. Mr. 
Clark obtained a lease from Mr. Trittle and 
commenced work on the United Verde mine. 

Clark and Geroux were both experienced 
miners. When they began work they found 
they were right on the ore chute, They cov- 
ered things over, kept mum and Mr. Clark 
went to New York. 

I was in Australia at the time My moth- 
er and aunt, of course, knew nothing about 
the property only that they had $200,000 tied 
up in the mine, They had begun to believe 
that the money was as good as lost, 


Mr. Clark asked my mother and aunt how 
much money they had invested in the Unit- 
ed Verde Copper Co., and, being told, Mr. 
Clark offered them cash for their holdings. 
They accepted, and so passed the control 
of the richest mine in the world from their 
possession into the possession of W. A. 
Clark of Montana, making him the mining 
king of the United States. 

The property in the hands of Mr. Ciark 
was an entirely different proposition from 
what it was when under the management 
of ex-Gov. Trittie, 


Mr. Clark, a man of large wealth and 
practical experience in mining, went to 
work systematically. He placed Mr. Geroux 
in as foreman and brought a number of ex- 
perienced copper miners down from his 
properties at Butte. Then he erected a hun- 
dred-ton smelter, 

Mr. Clark found everything at his door, 
the finest of timber and plenty of fluxing 
ore. All he had to do was to haul in coke 
for his smelters. As secon as the Santa Fe 
and Prescott & Phenix Railroad was bullit, 
& narrow-gauge raliroad from the mines 
was constructed Mr. Clark's engineers 
to tap the Santa $%, Prescott & Phenix, 
doing away with hasling by team and re- 
ducing to the very l@.st cost the importa- 
tion of coke and machinery and the expor‘t- 
ing of the output of the mine 
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It is said that the mine last, year made 
a profit of $12,000,000 on the output. 

There are but 3000 snares of the stock of 
the United Verde property and Senator 
Clark owns them all. They might have been 
mine. But I have no regrets. I was trained 
in Wall street and I was taught to be a 
cheerful loser. 


Every Night 800 Beacons 
Burn to Guide Steam- 
boats to the Shift- 
ing Channels. 


EVEN HUNDRED keepers of signal 
S lights began working for Uncle Sam 
along the Mississippi River this 
month. They will keep 3800 white lights 
burning through the boating season to guide 
the pilot aright. 

Some of these lights will be placed on tree 
trunks and strong frames ashore: others 
will be upon islands, and still others on 
floating buoys. Few of them will be close 
to houses. A hard pull in a rowboat or a 
long walk on a shore path is the sum of 
the daily toil of many hundreds of the men 
and women and boys and girls who, on 
this greatest of rivers keep the lights burn- 
ing for Uncle Sam. 

A bright, white and beautiful boat is 
Steaming up and down the river this month 
visiting the keepers of the signal lights. 
Ehe is the U. & Lily, carrying cil and wicks, 
matches, little ladders, new lamps and lamp 
frames and more topies of the book of in- 
structions. Four times this year will the 
Lily visit the keeper of each light, each 
time leaving oil and all else the keeper mtty 
need. She has 700 keepers to serve, and the 
actual number of the lights they keep is 
808. 

“The light must burn EVERY night.” 

So saith the book of rules. This is the 
first thing shown the new keeper. It is the 
first thing. to be learned. The Iight must 
burn every night. Not only when the nights 
are pleasant and lighting the lamps is a 
cheering task, but every night, though the 
river rage and the wind blow and lighting

'of the spring fill the deep places with mud 
‘and sand, and oftentimes a return to tine 


normal stage of water exposes a sand bar 
where steamboats were running before the 
flood, or a swift, deep channel where but a 
few months before was a bar. Such muta- 
bility of flow necessitates changes in the 
‘location of many of the government signal 
lights, and this is one of the chief works 
of the crew of the Lilv when the steamer 
makes its first rounds.

For 30 years he has spent his summers 
among them, studying them from the view- 
point of a fellow-townsman and in this wise 
becoming an ethusiastic enthnologist of 
such recognized ability that Maj. J. W. 
Powell, chief of the United States Bureau 
of Ethnology, draws upon him for informa- 
tion concerning some of the remote and 
little known peoples of the United States. 

Dr. Kinner is very busy the year round 
10 months with his patients and two 
months with his hobby. He is busy with 
.1e ills of human-kind from the middle of 
September through the autumn, winter and 
spring; but in mid-summer he puts his 
practice behind him and is away to the 
Southwest, there to spend two months with 
some isolated Indian tribe and to return in 
the fall bearing the burden of his good fel- 
lowship in gifts of pipes and pottery, gar- 
ment of skin and fetich of fur—until in the 
80 years his home has become a storehouse 
in which something Indian looks down from 
every wall and peers forth from every 
shelf. 

In the summer of 1900 Dr. Kinner visited 
the Havasupai Indians of the Grand Can- 
yon of Arizona. He is one of the authori- 
ties concerning these little-known people. 
Within the last few weeks Maj. Powell has 
written him a request that he furnish the 
bureau of ethnoiogy with what he learned 
of the Havasupai*tribe. In August of this 
year Dr. Kinner will leave St. Louis to 
spend his vacation among the Moqul and 
Navajo tribes, going first to the Moquis to 
witness their famous snake dance on the 
mesa. And so, from tribe to tribe, from 1871 
until 1901, Dr. Kinner has pursued his study 
of the aboriginal people, learning their cus- 
their tongues and the many little 
things of their every-day life. It is all a 
great pleasure to him. He anticipates each 
trip with eagerness to be off, and his people 
long ago became accustomed to long and 
letterless abgences and learned not‘to worry 
lest something had befallen him. In his own 
good time he came, and always with stories 
of interesting peoples and gifts they had 
loaded upon him, 

The West's famous Indians of the last 30 
years are all represented in the cabinet of 
gifts at the Kinner home. There is a rude

to learn much about the history of their 
tribe or its religion. I am satisfied, as are 
others who have visited them, that they 
originally came from the deserts and mesas 
and took refuge in the deep canyon to es- 
cape powerful foes. I am convinced, too, 
that they -were among the original cliff 
dwellers. 

I have visited the cliff dwellings, and have 


, believed since I first saw them that the 


Pueblo and kindred tribes made these exca- 
vations in the soft rock and lived in them, 
possibly for a great many years. The Hava- 
supais, I am confident, had a hand in this. 
They are a typical Southwest Indian—small 
and dark and given to basket weaving, pot- 
tery making, farming and basking in the 
warm Arizona sun. They are the most com- 
pletely isolated Indians in the United States, 

The Havasupais (people of the blue wa- 
ters) are ruled by chiefs. Their name for 
chief is kotol, They have a head chief over 
all. I became very well acquainted with 


—_ this man. His name is Mannekechah, ac- 
‘.centing the last syllable Man-ne-ke-chah. I

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harmed me. So far from that, they have 
been kind to me, regarding me as a friend 
with no desire to do anything more than 
come among them and make their acquaint- 
ance. 

My nearest approach to mishap in the 
early days was experienced in the fall of 
1873, when I was making my way from the 
Comanche villages to St. Louis. My route 
lay through the Osage country, and the 
Osages were in a dangerous mood, having 
met the Wichitas on a buffalo hunt and 
killed their chief. They were expecting 
that the Wichitas would seek to punish 
them, and were watching their boundaries. 
I went as far as the Osage boundary with 
a party of travelers. We received very 
alarming reports, and were advised to keep 
out of the Osage country. I was determined 
to reach home without delay, and took a 
companion with me to make a run through 
the Osage land. We got away at night and

same day the balance of our party at- 
tempted to cross the Osage country and 
were slain. 

The trip I took last year was one of my 
best. I visited the Havasupai Indians of the 
Grand Canyen of Arizona. I had many 
times heard of these people, and had read 
things written of them with what I believed 
to be little regard for the facts. I deter- 
mined to get into the Havasupal valley and 
study the people. It was 65 miles over some 
of the roughest country in the world. There 
were times when we could searce make 
headway at all. I found the Havasupais a 
most interesting people, old as the walls of 
their canyon home and as completely iso- 
lated from the busy world as it is possible 
for people to be. 

They are 6 miles from the nearest rail- 
road. That seems a very little distance to 
us, but it is a great distance in the Grand 
Canyon, where a mile is oftentimes 4s 
much as a traveler can cover in _ several 


hours. There are 300 Indians in the Hava- 
supai tribe. All of them are _ fullbloods. 
There has been no intermixture of their 
blood with that of any other people, and 
they are pure Indians. 

Imagine what a place is the canyon in 
which these people live. It is the Cataract 
Canyon, a side pocket to the Grand Canyon. 
The Cataract creek runs through it, and its 
walls are al] the way from 1400 to 2000 feet 
high. The canyon is a half mile wide in 
some places, and this is about the width 
where the Indians live. They have quite a 
village there, hid away in the great depths 
of the canyon, with the massive walls ris- 
ing to enormous heights straight from the 
level canyon bed up to the desert which 
stretches away upon every side. 

The Havasupais received us in friendship 
and we learned many interesting things of 
them while we were there. Like all Indians, 
they are reticent upon some things pertala- 
ing to themselves, and I was never able

ghost of Melrose Hall. 

There is an old-time air of romance and 
a savor of brave colonial days in the story 
which make it fascinating. Therefore the 
true chronicle of the ghost of Melrose 
Hall is here set forth for the first time. 

Melrose -Hall is a residence at Bedford 
avenue and Winthrop street, Flatbush. 

The particular spirit which it is sald to 
harbor is that of an Indian girl who died 
there 118 years ago.

At every change in the ownership of the 
historic home, and on every occasion when 
there is dancing in the Hall, the ghost 
stalks forth. She was last seen two years 
ago, while a ball was in progress She 
opened a secret panel which formerly led 
to a blind staircase in what is now the 
dining room, and was the library in former 
times, and glided out among the dancers, 
dressed in clothes. of curious and ancient 
pattern. 

Some of the guests saw her. Others were 
skeptical. The alleged apparition caused 
gossip at the time. Since the last change 
in ownership the ghost has not been seen. 
But one unusual circumstance has been 
noted. 

On the Inside of the heavy front door a 
copper key hangs in the immense old- 
fashioned lock. This key is about eight 
inches long, of well burnished metal and 
weighs something like a quarter of a pound. 
The door is of heavy timber, studded with 
nails. It is made in two sections, dividing 
in the middle. 

Sucudenly, in the middle of the forenoon, 
the key turned in the lock, and both the 
top and bottom sections of the door swung 
back, creaking. Thee floor cracked as if 
someone had stepped over the threshold. 

No one was to be seen. No one within 
the house touched the key, and, as it hung 
within the door, it could not have been 
reached from the outside.

Melrose Hall was then, as now, a great, 
rambling old place, abounding in secret 
panels, hidden chambers and § staircases. 
The south wing of the house consisted of 
an immense ballroom, with apartments 
above. Directly over the ballroom was a 
window. From the outside this looked right 
enough. On the inside, however, the apart- 
ment showed a blank wall. The window 
opened into a secret chamber. To this there 
was no means of ingress or egress except by 
the outside window. 

Many a man now in Flatbush, as a boy, 
has scaled the wall to look tnto this mar- 
velous little cedar-paneled room. The 
south wing was torn down some years ago. 

in this secret chamber the old negress hid 
the Indian girl Isabella. She carried food 
to her every day and ministered to her 
wants. Under cover of darkness Col. Axtell 
used to mount a ladder to visit his Indian 
princess. Sometimes Isabella was let into 
the library in the evenings, when the house 
was quiet, and she and the colonel sat 
peacefully before the fire. At any alarm 
they opened a secret panel in the wainscot 
which led to a hidden staircase which op- 
ened upon an cutside window, and the girl 
could easily escape. You can see the panel 
and the staircase to this day. 

This romance came to an abrupt end when 
Col. Axtell received a commission in the 
British army from Sir William Howe in 
i778. He went away to the war, and Isa- 
bella was left in charge of the old negress. 
lie came back m 1783. Although on the los- 
ing side, Gol. Axtell was the hero of the 
hour among New York Tories. A ball was 
arranged to celebrate his home-coming. 
Melrose Hall was lighted brilliantly, and the 
assembly was very gay. At the first oppor- 
tunity Col. Axtell escaped from his guests 


and ran toward the negro quarters. 

“Where is Mammy Rachel?’ he shouted, 
calling for the old negress who tended Isa- 
bella. 

“Dead; dead six weeks ago 
er negroes. 

And then they told the colonel how in the 
delirium of her illness the old woman had 
been possessed of a Strange hallucination. 
She babbled of an Indian girl whom 
believed to be Starving to death in 
“big house.’’ 


Col. Axtell came reeling from the serv- 
ants’ quarters. He raved like a madman. 
As he approached the hall the lights all over 
the house went out. The ballroom was left 
in darkness. An Indian girl came from the 
Secret panel beside the fireplace. She was 
ghastly. Wer eyes were sunken, she was 
a mere skeleton covered with a shred of 
A blue shroud burned around her. 

The guests shrieked and filed from the 
place. Col. Axtell fell down as if dead 
He never recovered from the shock and died 
some months afterward in England. 

Isabella's skeleton was found in the se- 
ecret chamber over the ballroom. This 1s 
the story of the main “haunt” of Melrose 
Hall. Many persons have claimed a sight 
of the ghost in the years since then. 

Another story there is which persons who 
have investigated believe better authenti- 
cated than that of Isabella. Indeed, it 1s 
said that the two may have been confused.

the great canyon, but I could aot persuade 
him to tell. me the history of his fribe, 
though I have no doubt he knew it. Neither 
would he explain their worship to me. 
They have a form of religion and gods they 
call Hokomatah and Tochopah, but the true 
significance of their reiigion I never 
learned. They had no religious fetes while 
I was among them, and I was not able to 
learn that they have any such ceremonies 
as the dances of the Moquis and others of 
the tribes. 

The Havasupais have a singular custom 
of naming children. The little people are 
not named until they are 11, 12 and some- 
times 14 years of age. Then they are given 
a name from something that may happen 
them, some physical defect or peculiarity, 
etc. Some of these names are not for polite 
ears among civilized people, but they are 
everyday words among this simple people, 
and they think nothing of it. 

There are more men than women in the 
tribe. This is unusual among any people, 
and especially among Indians. But it is a 
fact that the men and boys of the Hava- 
supal tribe considerably outnumber the 
women and girls. Just why this is so I 
could not to my satisfaction determine, but 
Il am inclined to attribute it to the more 
rigorous constitution of the male and his 
ability to better withstand he chill and 
damp of the canyon in the cool and rainy 
season of the year. The canyon runs north 
and south, and because of this the sun only 
crosses it and looks into it but a short 
while during the middle of the day. Re- 
membering the great depth of the canyon 
and considering that the sun crosses it in- 
stead of striking it longitudinally, one gets 
an appreciation of the unhealthfulness of 
the canyon. The people are not strong, and 
1 think their average lifetime is consider- 
ably shorter than that of any other people I 
have met. 

These people of the canyon bed area 
peaceable folk. They were driven into the 
canyon, I think, because of their tendency 
toward peaceful pursuits. They have their 
canyon bed in cultivation wherever there is 
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soll to cultivate, and they raise 
crops. Havasupail peaches are 
around the Grand Canyon for thelr quality, | 
and they are in demand. 

The homes of these people are little | 
squatty structures made with willows ok) 
clay. They afford shelter from rains, and 
the Havasupal cares for little else. The 
entire tribe lives outdoors. The children 
play in naked groups, and the women do all — 
their cooking, weaving, sewing, etc., outside 
the house whea the weather permits. Bv- | 
erybody works in the fields, and they get 
very substantial returns for labor. 
They are a poor people with littl ambition 
to better their lot.

GUTTA PERCHA SUPPLY 
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A Small Area Produces All the 
World Uses, But Manufactur- 
ers Hope to Enlarge 
This Territory.

Be- 
1898 it increased by one- 
third. 

The area in which the gutta-percha 
thrives is extremely limited. It is confined 
exclusively to a portion of the Malay archi- 
pelago and the Malacca peninsula. Where 
‘there is an even temperature of an average 
of from 8) to 82 degrees Fahrenheit and 
the soil is favorable the tree grows with 
great vigor. But when only a slight varia- | 

tion of these conditions and particularly | 
where there are sudden changes of tem- 
perature, even if those changes are not ex- 
treme, it languishes and dies. 

The Philippines touch closely upon the 
gutta-percha belt, yet the tree does not 
grow there indigenously, and it is at least 
very problematical whether it can be cul- 
tivated there. It will not grow in Cochin 
China. likewise near the gutta-percha belt, 
because the average temperature is too 
low and the changes too sudden. 

Gutta-percha trees have been transplant- 
ed to a score or more piaces where they 
have failed, although the Dutch have suc- 
ceeded in establishing several plantations 
in their East Indian possessions which give 
promise of success. The experiment is by 
no means complete as yet, 

In 188% the French explorer Raoul col- 
lected about 1500 plants gathered at the 
foot of the trees, where they had sprung 
up from seeds that had been dropped. 
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them were taken to the Congo and put out 
in plantations. and another third were dis- 
tributed among the planters of the West 
Indies and in French Guiana. In 1897 M. 
Jacquet, inspector of agriculture at Coch- 
in China, carried awy 700 plants from Sin- 
gapore, 100 of which in 18°99 were in a fair 
condition. 

It remainns for the future to determine 
what the results in the Congo, the West In- 
dies and in French Guiana will be, al- 
though those who have studied the tree 
and know the very exacting nature of its 
demands in regard to soil and climate are 
by no means hopeful.

FTER more than 70 years of close 
A study of the subject of physical de-

and violent exercise, will in most cases sur- 
vive the strongest athlete that ever lived. 


It is for this reason that old age prevails 
among laborers and farmers, who plod 


along slowly, methodically, taking life as 
it comes and wasting very little time in 
worry. 

The frame of the human being grows 
slowly to maturity. A man {fs not fully de- 
veloped until he is 30 years of age. Nature 
can be aided materially in the progress of 
this development by ‘helping to make it 
harmonious. 


When I look about me today sO

many young men with: flat chests, drooping 


breath, 


shoulders and heads hung low, I wonder 
what the world will be a hundred years 
hence. 

In my opinion, the prevailing idea that 
violent and rapid muscular exercise is con- 
ducive to good health is-a great mistake. 
Dumbbélls, Indian clubs, heavy weights, 
and, in fact, all such contrivances as are 
found in the modern gymnasium, are use- 
less. 

Exercising with 
harm than good. What

I have always maintained 
that any exercise which will exhaust the 
enduring parts of the constitution is nec- 
essarily harmful. 

College graduates who spend half of their 
time in study and the other half in. such 
violent exercise as rowing bcats and punch- 
ing bags are burning the candle of their 
lives at both ends.
